NINTH AND KjSTREETS, SACRAMENTO. 


W ashington, March 10th.—The Chícese 
immigration bill, as passed, provides that 
from and after the expiration of DO days after 
the passage of the Act, and until the expira­ 
tion of twenty years after its pas-ase, the 
eon.icg of 
Chinese laborers to the United 
States shall be suspended, and prescribes the 
penalty as impri-ooment for not exceeding 
one year, and a fine of not more than ?5f O, 
against th3 master of any vessel who hnngs 
any Chiress laborer to this country during 
that period 
It further provides that the 
c’.assee of Chinese excepted by the treaty from 
8’ieh prohibition, such as merchants, teachers, 
'tudenta, travelers and diplomatic agents, and 
Chínete laboréis where in u.a on the 17th 
of 
N. vember, 
1880, 
shall be required, 
as a c udition for their admission, to produce 
a passport from .lie Government of China, 
personally identifying them, and shoving 
that they individually belong t> one of the 
permitted clarsea, which passports must have 
bsen indorsed by the diplomatic representa­ 
tive of 'he United States in China, or by tfce 
United States Consul at the port of depart­ 
ure. 
Í: also p-rvides elaborate machinery 
for carrying out the purp ises of the Act, and 
additional sections prohibit the admission of 
Chinese to citizenship by a United States and 
State 
Court, 
and 
construes 
the words 
“ Chinese laborers” to mean both skilled and 
unskilled laborers aud Chinese employed in 
mining. 
T he C tilncse R ill S en t to th e H ouse o f 
R rp re se irla tlv e * . 
W a sh in g t o n , March 1 0 th .—The Chinese 
bill passed by the Senate yesterday was sent 
to the House of Representatives this after­ 
noon, and given its proper place on the 
Speaker’s table. 
There are 33 oills atuad of 
it, the first being the anti-palygaury bill, and 
tte fifth the Grant retirement measure. 
Be­ 
sides these there are fifteen private and pub­ 
lic bills, and six public measures of small 
importance. 
All of these bills, except the 
anti-polygamy and two or three unimportant 
ineantrE», will, when reached, be referred to 
the Committee of the Whole under the rnle 
appliuabm to all bills which involve an ap- 
propriatiou of money or other public prop- 
party, and a motion to proceed to business on 
the Speaker’s table is in order, and may te 
carried by a majority vote ou any day excapt 
Monday and Friday, immediately after the 
the morning hour. 
It will thus he seen that 
in caBe the consideration of the H' use Com­ 
mittee’s Chinese bill is d layed much beyond 
next Tuesday, for which date and from 
day 
to 
day thereafter it haB been as­ 
signed, subject to the regular appropriation 
bills, there will possibly be an opportunity 
to pass the Senate bill 
directly 
from 
the Speaker's table at about as early a peri >d 
as could then be found available for baling 
parliamentary action upon the House bill. 
The Senate bill cannot bo substituted for the 
House bill when the latter comes before the 
House for action, except by unanimous eon- 
sent, which there is no prospect r.f obtaining. 
It is true that a literal copy of the Senate 
bill may be t ffered as a substitute for the 
House bill, but if adopted this substitute 
would have to be sent to the Senate f«r ac­ 
tion on it by that body as a House bill, pre­ 
cisely as if the measure had originated in the 
Hou e. 
The question as to what course 
is most advisanls is now under examination 
by the Californian members, and will be de­ 
termined before next Tuesday, after a careful 
investigation, aud with aid and advice from 
the best parliamentarians in regard to all the 
features of the problem. 
There is practically 
no doubt, however, that the earliast oppor­ 
tunity under the existing special order will be 
prompt.ly utilized to bring the subject before 
the House for diFcus.ion, 
T h e K s 'f r r a n s - t u r l r l d H a lte r. 
C h ic a g o, March 10th.—The Times' Wash­ 
ington special says: Some time during the 
last political campaign a paragraph was pub­ 
lished, in which it was said that General Gar­ 
field had during the war preferred charges of 
a serious character against his old ccm- 
mauder, General i t isecrans. 
Chatles A. 
Daca made the original charge. This brought 
out a note from General Garfield to Rose- 
cracs, in which he distinctly said he had 
uever been untrue to his commander in word 
or 
thought, 
Dana or any other liar to 
the contrary. 
Mr. Dana, to sustain his 
original statement, has printed a confidential 
letter fr. m General Garfield, addressed to 
.Salmon P. Chase during the war. 
This 
letter, if geDuine, gives the direct lie to Gar­ 
field, at d for that reason has attracted much 
attenti n here, as it shows him in the light of 
a double-dealer and false friend. 
It is said 
that Fitx-John Porter is partially responsible 
for 
the 
publication of 
this 
letter. 
It 
has irritated General 
Roseorans, who is 
a member of this Congress. 
He says that 
if h? had known of the letter at the time, 
be would have had General Garfield Court- 
martialed. 
He calls the letter a c mpouod 
of exaggerations and untruths, in direct con­ 
flict with everything ever said to hita when 
General Garfield was a nmmber of his staff. 
In this connection the Eveniiy/ Ciitic prints 
the full owing: 
A well-foui.ded story has 
been current for some days that in 1SG3, 
shortly after General Roeeirans had b.en 
removes!, the late Francis P. Blair, Sr. 
gave a dinner in Washington to hisj son, 
Frank P. Blair, Jr , then just from the vic­ 
torious field cf Vicksburg, at which were 
present, among others, Hon. Montgomery 
Blair and General Garfield, then just elected 
to Congress. 
A t this dinner the subject of 
I General Rosecrans’ removal was freely dis- 
cus-ed, and there was a general expression of 
opinion that his removal was a grave mis­ 
take. 
By no one was this expression more 
forcibly a u ’od than by General Garfield, 
who 
was loud in 
his prabos of 
him 
as a military genius aud able General. 
Montgomery Blair was so much impressed by 
General Garfield’s statement that be went to 
President Lincoln and used about the follow­ 
ing words: 
‘ Mr. President, I do not want 
to seem i fti ions, but I wits so forcibly im­ 
pressed by » co. Vrrsatiou I had last evening 
with a young member of Coagress from Onio, 
woo pievious to his election was General 
Rosecrans’ Chief nf Staff, that I have come 
to you as a matter of duty to say that 
I thick General Roeecrans’ removal was 
a grave m ista k e. 
The gentleman referred 
to 
impressed 
me 
so 
favorably 
as 
to 
his own military ability and the positivaaess 
of his declarations that f am fully convinced 
of liis knowledge and ju d g m e n t in the mat­ 
ter.” 
“ Who is this gentleman ?” the Presi­ 
dent is reported to have inquired. 
“ General 
G arfield .” 
’* GensrEtl G arfield ? Why, it was 
upon his s ta te m e n t of fa c ts and repreRcuta- 
li ns more tbaiE anything else that this re­ 
moval wag based,” said Mr. Lincoln, with an 
ex p ressio n of su rp rise . 
F lo o d R e p o rts . 
Nkw Oklkakh, March 10th.—A special 
from Bayou bara says that the Pointe Coo pee 
levee, three miles above here on the west 
bank of the river, gave way last night. 
This 
is a new levee, and was not yet finished. Yes­ 
terday the citixens cut the old levee in front 
of the new work for the purpose of letting 
water against the new levee. 
The cut be­ 
came some 2Ü0 feet wide, and the water 
rushed with such force against the new levee 
that about 50 feet of if was swept away. The 
break in the new levee to-day is 300 feet 
wide, aud is increasing. 
This will floed_ a 
portion of the Fonrche river country, in­ 
crease the volume of water from Narganxia, 
a n d affect the best lands west of Baton Rogue. 
The only spot in the levees in front of New 
Orleans abont which any anxiety is felt is jnst 
above the railroad dept at Carrolton. 
A 
gnard is maintained here constantly. 
At 
the head of Canal street the gauge shows 
the river to be still between seven and eight 
inches below the high-water mark of IS74. 
A “ rice flume ” has caused a break in the 
Camelia Plantation levee which was closed 
by hard work. 
The rice flumes (used for irri­ 
gation) are said to constitute the principal 
danger. 
The levee at many points is keeping 
the planters Imsy repairing damage from 
muskrat holes, giving them much trouble aud 
now aud then a big scare. 
Breaks in the 
levee caused by dtf.ctive rice flames, at 
points between Baton Rouge and the mouth 
of the river, are reported almost daily, but no 
serious dsmage has yet resulted. 
Red river 
continues very h gb, and a still further rise 


will doubtless occur from the effects of the 
rain. 
A t and shore Smeveport, in the past 
few days, many levees of the Mississippi ate 
in a critical condition. 


DANGER O f STARVATION. 


M k h p h ib , March 10th. — Commissioner 
M&E'griin. of ArkaLsis, will ask the Secre­ 
tary of War to send 500 teuU to Helena, 
Ark , where the refugees from the overflowed 
regions are gathering in large numbers, and 
ara iu a d-stitute erudition. 
A c unmittee 
fr on Austin, Tunica e-mety, Mississippi, is 
authorized to proceed to Jackson to c nsult 
with Governor Lowry on the condition of 
r.ffairs existing in that county. 
They have 
issued an appeal which, afrer settiug forth 
the great damage done to property aud stock, 
says: “ W e find that families have aban­ 
doned their honses to inhabit every available 
spot of ground to be found; that a gieat 
manyare without any shelter, and that un­ 
less tood is carried to them iu.m diately lives 
will be lost, with all the torture of starvation. 
The river is still rising. 
We must have 
relief at once. 
While we are deeply grateful 
f r the 815.COO appropriated by the State for 
general relief itr this valley, yet -<•« say that 
said appropriation is barely eufiieieut for the 
wants of our nvighhorhoea alone. 
We now 
say to the Legislature of this State, and to 
the Congress- of the United States and to the 
people at large, that we need help in tfce way 
of provisions and clothing, and unless we are 
Bpeedily relieved our sufferings can only 
termínate in death from starvati ti and cold. 
We advise that depots for relief be established 
at Bern tt’s Lauding, at Commerce, at Aus­ 
tin and Trotter’s Landing, in this c unty, for 
the recaption of any and all goods and sup­ 
plies for the poor < f this county, and that all 
necessary means be taken to circulate this 
appeal for relief.”

VlCKSDURG, March 10th.—The rivrr marks 
forty-five feet, and is the highest water since 
1874. 
Steel’s Bayou is rising one inch an 
hear. 


A SHOCKING STO RT. 
H elena (Ark.), March 10th. — Among 
those brought to TreDton Tuesday, fleeing 
from the overflow, were two women who had 
been confined, one upon a raft, the other iu a 
gin-houae, after being driven 
from their 
homes by the flood, and without the slightest 
comforts known to the civilized world, the 
wind cutting mercilessly around them. 
The 
mothers were hardly half c’ad, and there were 
no garments at all for the little ones—no fire, 
no food, the swift current of the overflow 
rushing, and anxious eyes looking for rescue. 


SU FFER IN G IN IL L IN O IS. 
Springfield (111.), March 10th.—1The Gov­ 
ernor has received a telegram from Cairo, 
stating that about 200 latr.ilies, including 
about 1,000 colored people living in the over- 
fl )Wtd districts of Alexander county, have 
lost their property, aed ave without present 
means of livelihood. 
The citizens have thus 
far kept them from actual Buffering, but the 
continued fl >ods make it necessary to ask for 
aid. 
The Governor directed the Commission­ 
ers appointed to distribute the rations sent to 
Pulaeki county to also care for the Alexander 
c iunty sufferers, and will ask Secretary Lin­ 
coln for additional supp'ies. 


D ISH EA R TEN IN G OUTLOOK. 
N ew Orleans, March I0tb.--The New 
Orleans, Chicago and St. Louis Railroad is 
again snhaierged aud 
impagable in 
the 
neiglibi thood of Water Valley, Miss. 
The 
overflow has assumed alarming proportions, 
iaunla'ing all that section of country. 
Au 
arrival from Red River reports 250 families 
below Al xi-.iidria living on rafts sod in a 
dep! -rabie condition. 
The Bayou Sara levee 
is still giving 
way 
rapidly. 
It is all 
green earth, and crumbles as fast as the 
water rushes against it. 
The gap is 1,000 
feet 
wide, and 
the 
water, 
as it goes 
through, is about ten feet deep, but is rapidly 
digging deeper, and spreading far and wido 
over the country. 
It will overflow part of 
this pari>h, and al! west of Baton Rouge, St. 
Marie, Iberria ami Te’ro Bonne—the richest 
sugar districts of Louisiana. 
The False river 
and Grosette c nintry w'li soon be inundated. 
The loss of property and the suffering of the 
people will be terriule. 
The State Engineer 
says that it is nstls-s to attempt to stop the 
crevasse, but the people of Bayou Sara are 
making a brave fight against the (Rod. 
Ail 
the stores aro closed, and every man is at 
work upon the levees which protect the place, 
while the drainicg machias is working against 
a fearful pressure. 


RA ILRO A DS D A XA GBD. 
Chattanooga 
(Tenn.), 
March 
10th.— 
Heavy rains in northern Alabama have 
caused the Tennesree river to oveiil iw and 
weaken the railroad embankments. 
Three 
washouts are reported on the Memphis and 
Charleston Railroad near Tuscumbia, and 
orders have been received to stop the sale of 
tickets to points west of that city for thirty- 
six hours. The necessary repairs to the roads 
can be made in eight or ten hours after the 
water subsides. 


Affairs at Omaha. 
Ohaha, March 10th.—To-morrow morning 
two companies of regulars, about 100 men, 
and a howitzer and Gatling gun, from Fort 
Omaha, are to bs stationed at the B. and M. 
freight depot grounds, to protect the B. and

There secmB to be some difference of opin­ 
ion aa to whether alfalfa wiil withstand freez­ 
ing or not. 
These differences ati-e from the 
different times or stages of growth in which 
observers have noticed the subject-matter. 
Some say tow yofflr a'falf* seed in the fall, 
and you will be meet certain to obtain a good 
staud. 
Others say wait in the spring uutil 
the freezing weather is past. 
Now, both 
these 
instructions, under certain oircum- 
etances, may be ia accordance with experi­ 
ence and success. 
The man who says eow in 
the fall has probably had good success by 
sowing his seed iu the fa ll; hut he probably 
was fortunate iu the fact th at the winter 
following his sowing was a warm one, in 
which there was 
but 
little frost and 
probably it did not occur till after his young 
alfalfa plants La-i obtained considerablebize— 
perhaps not t i l they had obtained three or 
four leaves. 
We have had winters in which 
this might 1 avj czc irred, but not of late 
years. 
Wa S ave seen winters here so warm 
th at the grass was green and growing all 
winter, and when no frost of any account 
was known. 
If we coaid be guaranteed such 
a winter it would do to sow alfalfa seed in 
the fall, bat our owa experience and observa­ 
tion goes to prove th at alfalfa plants, when 
«juite young, say from the first two leaves till 
th e plant is from three to four inches high, 
are almost as tender m young curn 
That 
even a slight frost, followed by a bright and 
warm tnorni g sun, without fog or dew, will 
kill the tender plants us surely as it would 
young corn or .oniier potato-tops. 
W e have 
sown alfalfa in January, during a warm, 
damp sped, and seen toe p.ants come up ami 
grow vigorously tid tney had made the sur­ 
face look green, end then a change of w eathtr, 
and cold, dry, north winds setting in, fol­ 
lowed or ncc inpanied by frosty nights, and 
wa hjva tc .c those same plautB disappear 
gradually, till by the 1st of M arch the sur­ 
face of th • gr- u d appeared as naked as it 
was before thu sued was sown upon it,

1 is 
the culture purtned successfully as a sp-culv 
ti -n ; it must be made a domestic indust'y, 
as it is io France. 
L et every farmer’s wife 
have one or two or three trees, as tha case 
may be, aid as many eilk-worms as those 
trees will feed. 
Toen, w ith th at as an inci­ 
dental in ustry to her other domes'ic duties, 
having only a tr- o or two, snd ouly a few 
cocoons, thoroughly understanding the re­ 
quirements of b.:th ties ar.d worm, she will 
be able to succeed peifectly, for she will give 
to her little industry the minute and intelli­ 
gent car and atteutinn without which it can 
never succeed. 
In France there are hun­ 
dreds of thousands of peasant wives who in 
this way add to the family’s ¡n e m e ; and 
when the c inbiced product of all those is 
brought together the result is a mighty mass 
of raw sill:, whioh the weavers work into a 
grand iuci me for the nation.” 
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sons from the minóle of February to the 1-t 
of April. 
When alfalfa bssatteiced age and 
size there is but little danger of injury from 
any freezing weath-r weever had or are likely 
to have in ibis State. We 3hinld qual fy this 
statem ent, however, a little. 
When stock are 
allowed to run cn alfalfa during the lime its 
stalks and leaves are frezan, as for instance, 
early on frosty mornings, they will do great 
damage, ev-u to old, well-set clover. 
Every 
spear they t -rea at such a time wiil, as soon 
as the sun striires it, wilt, and in a few days 
will die. 
Y- u can trace the tracks of stock 
across the irekl by the dead tops of the al­ 
falfa, and even after warm, growing weather 
returns these paths may be traced up to the 
time of the hist mowing by a discol-ration 
of the cljver and a less rapid growth. 


Seed Corn. 
The P rairie Farmer says there is a well- 
grounded impression in the W est th at there 
is going to be a d fliculty in finding corn that 
will germinate for seed this season. 
I t seems 
th at Indian corn did not ripea well through­ 
out the great corn region last fall. 
The da 
psndence is therefore on corn grown in pre­ 
vious seasons and kept over. 
Seed corn will 
keep well for ab u t three years, but each 
year loses in vitality ; so th at at three years 
the germination will be slower and less vig­ 
orous than when but one year old. 
The 
brightest, b :tt-f-rmed and strongest grown 
ears 
should 
always be saved for seed. 
In 
husking 
it 
is 
a 
good 
plan 
to 
select such ears, and stripping the husks 
down, not pull them i ff, but allow them to 
remain. 
'Jh-u tie such ears together in 
bunches, and hang up iu the loft ot the barn 
or the garret of the bouse, secure from all 
dampness, and mice and rats. 
In this con­ 
dition the seed will keep perf'-ct till plantirg 
time, then shell, only saving for seed the best 
formed kernel», taken from the straight- 
rowed portion i t the ear. 
I t is very im port­ 
ant to plaDt gi o i seed, if the object be to 
produce good com. 
Corn is one of the most 
susceptible of improvement ot all the culti­ 
vated grains, and is also most susceptible of 
degeneration by neglect. 
Great care should 
therefore be ha-: in selecting the seed. 


The Hoove or B .oat in Cattle. 
Those who are turning their cattle out on 
pastures of rapidly-growing gra*s should lock 
well to them th at they do not die with the 
hoave or bloat. 
Any kind of rank-growing 
grass is liable to eause a weak find hungry 
animal to bloat, if «'lowed to eat too much of 
it on a 
comparatively 
em pty stomach. 
Green-growing wheat or brrley ir even more 
dangerous than the common gra s s, because 
more tender and juicy, bat alfalfa is par­ 
ticularly 
bed 
in 
this respect. 
I t 
is 
very difficult to preveat 
the 
bloat 
iu 
animals 
tunning 
in 
alfalfa 
pas.ures 
du iag the spring months. 
The beet thing to 
do, in cas- y u have alfalfa th at you want to 
pisture with c ittle, is to keep the cattle iff it 
night», acd only turn them on in the morning 
after the dtw is cff. 
During the night and 
early morning let the cattle have dry hay 
or straw to eat, so th at tirey will go to the 
pasture with a stomach comparatively filled 
with dry feed. 
Even then they should be 
watched closely, and if oce b- gins to show 
signs of bloating, let th at animal be exer­ 
cised immediately by chasing it rapidly about 
the field. 
If the 
bloat continues after 
the 
exercise, 
then 
catch the 
animal 
nd force 
dry 
salt 
down 
its throa’. 
Force the hea l up, and getting hold of the 
tODgue, pul! it out as far as you can and force 
the tait down. 
The surest and quickest rem­ 
edy, however, is to take an india-rubber hoe-, 
say three-fourths of au inch in diameter and 
three or four feet long ; grease the tube well, 
and force one end down toe throat to the 
stomach. 
The gases forming in the stomach, 
the real can»e of the bloat, will escape 
through this tube, and bring relief at once 
Neither of these latter remedies can be ad­ 
ministered except to tame sad manageable 
animals. 
In other cases resort mnst Be in­ 
stantly had to rapid exercise.

Silk C ulture a t th e H o rticu ltu ral M eeting. 
A t the last meeting of the State H orticult­ 
ural Society on the 24‘h of February, in San 
Francisco, it having been announced that a 
discussion would be had on the subject of silk 
culture, a group of ladies fri m the Silk- 
Culture Aesoeiati n were present and added 
grace and inter rt on the occasion. 
Rev. C 
A . Bucbee, D. D., also appeared on the part 
cf the Silk-Cult w e Asa-ciation, and in the 
way of opening the discussion delivered a 
formal lecture on silk culture. 
The lecture 
was a port cf resume of the tito r y of silk 
and silk culture from 
the time it was 
first known in China to its introduction 
into Europe and America. 
H e then gave a 
general description of the mulberry tree and 
its character]» io , and the constituents of the 
leaves; gave directions how to grow the tree 
from the seed and t v e cuttings; state I that 
the production < f silk had been made very 
profitable—as high as $1,000 worth of ei k 
could be produced from oce acre of land 
planted to the mulberry tree, and the labor 
could be performed by women and children, 
it being of a light and pleasing character. 
H e urged th at silk culture was an industry in 
which the children of the poor could profita­ 
bly 
engage 
a 
part 
of 
the 
year. 
In ­ 
stanced the fact th at in France and Ger­ 
many, and srm s other European 
States, 
the mulberry tree is planted very extensively 
along the highways, and that poor people are 
allowed to pick the leaves from three trees to 
feed to worms, thus encouraging industry and 
a diapcsiticn to earn their owo living. 
The 
ieoture was replete witb interesting facts, and 
was a strong appeal for the culture of rilk ia 
this State. 
He closed bis lecture with the 
foil iwing earnest sentences : “ 1’lant the mul­ 
berry tree. 
L et children le taught its v*l e. 
L et teachers in our schools be encouraged to 
foster this part of a practical education. Let 
our highways he adorned with these trees cf 
life to the people. 
Lei our railways beautify 
their desolate roadways with leaves from this 
tree whcae value is above price. 
California 
yields gold ar.d silver for the world; i s 
wheat finds markets everywhere; its wines 
rival thoee of France; its fruita are the de­ 
sire of all nations; its climate is equal y 
favorable to the production of the finest silk'; 
let it also soon be said th at its production of 
silk from the mulberry is equal in quantity 
and quality to the wants cf the idle looms of 
the world, that stand ready to repay us for 
the product of our generous soil with gold for 
those whose hands supply it.” 
Dr. Gibbons showed a branch of a mulberry 
tree with several kinds of scale bugs upon it. 
and sta'ed that in order to succeed in the silk 
busine-s the tree must ba cultivated with care 
and skill.

Heine taid, “ ThoB un ia G erm any alw ays 
wears a flannel jac k et,” and he probably 
knew why he m ade this rem ark. 
In Bpite 
of all these draw backs Dresden has m an­ 
aged to keep up a continual rcund of ex­ 
citem ents for thoas on pleasant bent. Every 
night the Royal T heater has offered an a t­ 
tractive play or opera ; 
and besides the 
6ymphony concerts t y th e royal orche.-tia, 
aud the occasional concert. M ansfeldt has 
provided a m usical feast ¡or every evening 
during the week, w ith ex tra attractions ou 
T ru rsd ay and S aturday evenings, “ w ith­ 
out sm oke.” 


TIIE MANSFKLDT OONOHRTS 
A te alw ays crowded, and no w onder; 
classical music is executed by an immense 
orchestra, w ith occasional violin and harp 
solos from different artists of distinction, 
extending through three hours, for the 
paltry sura of som ething less than tw enty 
c:n 8 
I t is second only to a th eater to 
sit and observe companies gathered around 
the different tables. 
A ny evening you can 
see here an old gentlem an and his wife 
w ith tbeir dearly-loved glasses of beer 
before them ; and as the old lady plies her 
knitting, her w hite-haired husband sits 
w ith his head throw n back, his hands 
folded upon the head of bis cane, and his 
enraptured eyes fixed imm ovably upon the 
music stand ; and there, au English board 
ing school, w ith an older and wiser head 
ax each end, who cast furtive glances up 
and down the rows of m aidens as they de­ 
m urely crochet, em broider or kuit.

Are playing qnite an im portant part in the 
w inter amusem ents.

This course continues for 
more than an hour, when fruit, oake and 
wine appear ; a t about 7 each lady folds 
her work, bids “ adieu” all arouud and 
takes her departure.

who had recently arrived in Dresden, oa 
being invited to atten d a coffee party, 
asked permission to take a friend, which 
was politely granted.

Being an American,

V ictoria had conferred th e O rder of the 
G rrte r upon Ilis M sj sty A lbert, K ing of 
Saxony," and on Monday th e arrival of the 
English embassy caused a flut er in th e 
court circle, which extended the length 
and breadth of the kingdom. 
All the 
w ick th e B ritish flag floated side by side 
w ith the Saxon hauner from the H o­ 
tel B-ilevue, 
on th e Terrace, near the 
c - le, w here the Em bassadors were en ter­ 
tained. 
The ceremony of the investiture 
took place ou Tuesday, betweeh half p « t 
12 and 1 o’clock, during which tim e no 
wagons or street cars were allowed to run 
betw een th e castle 
aud 
the 
Catholic 
church. 
A lthough there was no street 
parade, every available spot betweeu the 
hotel aad castle was crowded w ith specta­ 
tors esgi r to vi w the embassy end guests 
s< they drove into the court of th e castle. 
They passed through lines of soldiers who 
guarded the entrance, headed by thu Saxon 
I ca icts dressed in red uniforms, ribbon 
| bows of B ritish colors on th eir shoulders, 
w hite stockings, knee-breeches, 
buckled 
j shoes, powdered hair and three-cornered 
hats-—elegantly representing gm uine ro­ 
c -co fignri8. 
The K ing and the embassy 
appeared in the oostume of the ancient 
K nights of St. George. 
T he Q ieen, who 
has recently rec >ver-d from 
a 
severe 
illness, appeared a t the ceremony, 
t u s in sign ia o r Tna gkukr 
W hich were borne into ti o throne-room 
on five red velvet cushions, consist of a 
blue band worn nnder the left knee, em ­ 
broidered w ith th e device, “ H o n iso itq u i 
m al y pense.” 
A blue velvet m antle, 
richly em broidered w ith gold. A black vel­ 
vet cap, adorned w ith hlack and w hite 
plumes, fastened a t th e Bide w ith a di» 
mond buckle. 
A gold chain of tw enty-six 
llnk9, clasped w ith a red and w hite rose of 
enam el, while pendant from the center is 
an 
ornam ent representing 
St. George, 
j m ounted, w ith the dragon curled under tho 
ffeto f his horse. A b ard of dark blue velvet 
for the K ft should; r. richly decorattd w ith 
j th e sam e device as the garter, and fastened 


w ith a golden buckle. 
Another 'sand, for 
the right shoulder, richly decorr.ted in the 
same manner, on which are ’/us pended a 
jewel, a variegated enameled f-'zield, theoross 
of St. George, a ribbon es^broi 'ered with 
the motto of the Order and the valiant 
knight.

WHAT IS BEAUTY?—THE PROBLEM 03- 
CAR 
WILDS 
WRESTLES WITH. 


Oscar W ilde has been letting the public 
know w hat he th in k s about estheticisiu. 
Now th a t the Rev. Thom as Hughes, S. J ., 
has been lecturing to post-graduates on 
“ B eauty,” it m ust not he thought th a t he 
has been following in the wake of the 
young A nglo-Iiisbuian. An abstract of his 
recent lecture will repay perusal : 
“ I t has been shown th at reflections and 
cadences (in rnuBic) are not acddental or 
arbitrary, bu t th at they are determ ined by 
certain general principles of vital action, 
and th a t their expresrivsncss depends ou 
this. 
* 
* 
* 
They sin against science, 
by setting to m usic ideas tn a t are not emo­ 
tional enough to prom pt musical expres­ 
sion ; and they al9o sin against scieuce by 
using m usical phrases th a t have no natural 
relation to the ideas expressed, even where 
these are emotional. 
They are bad be­ 
cause they are u n iru e,"—[H erbert Spencer 
on Education. 
W hatever in the fine arts falls short of 
tru th , w hether moral or m etaphysical, falis 
short of the beautiful. 
M oral tru th means 
truthfulness or justness iu the expression 
of sentim ent ; m etaphysical tru th , exact 
conform ity to an absolute idea. 
W hatever 
goes beyond, and includes the notion ot 
moral good or evil, adds an e’em ent ex­ 
trinsic to the idea of beauty. 
The morally 
good or bad, as included in a thing of 
beauty', means its influence upon the moral 
man. 
(Of. N at. 
Ethic.», lect. 3 : 
The 
M oral Forces in Man). 
Thus, as Boetius 
observes, nothing is so natural to m an as to 
be relaxed by s weet tones, or to he nerved 
by m anly ones. 
(Lie Music, i. 2 ) 
And 
lit. A ugustine notes how his m ind fluctu­ 
ates inter perirulutn volvptati» et expert- 
nim tum MluOrilulis. (Gout, x, 33 ) 
Plato, 
likewise (Itepubl. iii), accepts w ith critical 
reserve the praise accorded by Homer for 
The s jn(f which is the newest ibat the singers hare. 
W hat, then, is Beauty ? 
I t consists in 
proportion : tn a t is, <u the m anifest order 
ot many reduced to one ; a unity strikingly 
m auitested in variety ; because of great 
variety in great unity. 
I’lato ealls it the 
splendor ot tru th . 
Ic is relished upon the 
m ere contem plation of it— viscum placet. 
(fit. Tüom. 1 p. q. 5, a. 4 ) 
I t pleases, 
because 
order 
is congenial 
to the in­ 
tellect. 
(Gt.

Ethics, 
lie ’. 
6 : 
L iberty

O rder.) 
Intelligence 
lights 
insLinc.ively 
on 
order 
w ith 
conscious 
rep o se; 
and 
in 
the 
tiae 
arts, which a ie expressive of things of 
beauty, it discerns a 
new proportion, 
th a t of their ju st expreteivene.'S; and, 
over and above all, 
the 
m iud's in tu ­ 
ition 
glows 
w ith 
the 
absolute 
type, 
or beau ideal, under the reflection of which 
the beauty contem plated is resplendent. 
Tne higoest beauty reveals the am plest 
such ideal ; is more complex, as i: incluues 
more proportions, and ii rem oter er nearer, 
as it is more or less rem ete from sense, 
fiente is som ew hat perceptive of beauty, as 
being “ a kind of reasou” (fit. Thom, ibid ); 
but reasou is the faculty properly esthetic ; 
and, as being lully conscious, eujoys iu its 
own self-adjustm ent au additional propor­ 
tion. 
Hence, by itsell alone, “ the eye is 
co t filled w ith seeing, nor the ear w ith 
healing.” 
(Eccies. i, fi ) 
Finally, concrete facts, sights, sounds, 
etc., coutain the sim plest beauty—physi­ 
cal. 
A bstract tru th s ot tim e or «¡.-ace, as 
being Ireer from concrete ccnditiona, con­ 
tain a higher beauty— m athematical. 
Ab­ 
stract or sp in .u al tru th s of being nud 
m oral beiug present m ust b iau ty —metu- 
physiaul ami m oral. 
M oral life being 
tn e t ill iresccnce of existence, t-e moral 
beauty of personal virtue, aud the social 
beauty oi peace, which is “ the tranquillity 
of o rd er,” range suprem e, 
(fit. Aug. He 
C’.v. Dei, xix, 13 ) 
Aif ot them together 
are combined em inently in beauty ot God 
— FttlcrUndo tom aniiqtta et tam nova/ 
This is the contem plation of divinity. 


Canon Stonf..—Ouuon Stone, of C anter­ 
bury C athedral, is dead in his eighty-second 
year. 
H is appointm ent there came to him 
in 1854, from the hands of Lord Aberdeen, 
and for twenty-one years past he has been 
the C athedral's Treasurer. 
I t was little 
th a t he ever published ; less still that will 
long survive him, w hat is best rememb r d 
of him being the active p art he took in 
the questions of poor law administration 
aud the management of chanties in Lon­ 
don, while for many years he was a D i­ 
rector of the Clergy Mutual Assurance So­ 
ciety', au in-titution iu which he took great 
interest. 
H e had been for some time a 
sufferer from paralysis. 


H arvht's Tome —The tower of the old 
cbnrch at Hempstead, in England, where 
W illiam Harvey lies buried, has fallen to 
the ground. 
Cracks had long been seen in 
it, but a few weeks ago the curate observed 
that they had extended in large number— 
to so many, in faot, that be gave orders 
against chiming the bells auy more, and 
even against w’iuding up the clock. Oa his 
arrival home he wrote to the Vicar for ad­ 
vice on the subject, but he had not been 
three hours away before the whole mass 
crumbled and fell. 
Fortunately, the vault 
in which Harvey lies is in another angle of 
the edifico, and has escaped being injured.

The 
aisles were full, the lobby was so many- 
deep, th e stairw ays were crowded, aud 
every seat m eant a t lea»t one m an, womau 
or child. 
The play was “ U ncle Tom’s 
C abin," and we had all come ou t to see 
w hat we had read aud seen m any tim es be­ 
fore. 
I read it first when I was seven years 
old, have read it a t intervals ever sines, 
and I uever expect by coming p tru sa ’s to 
deadeu the tffeot of tw o “ situations 
which alw ays 6eem ei to be actually blood- 
chilling. 
These twro are th e escape ot 
Eliza H arris w ith her child across the 
cakes of ice floating on the Ohio river, and 
the hiding aw ay in the loft of Cassy and 
Emm eline, while tin y watch their m m tiers 
depart iu starch of ih eir trail. 
D fferent 
versions of th e plot, as put upon the stage, 
emphasize and bring to prominence differ­ 
ent characters aud incidents, so th a t )ou 
may see the play a dozen tim es, and while 
you recognize

In each, feel th a t you have seen a row 
play. 
T he one running now at the Cali­ 
fornia puts E liza H arris in the foreground. 
She leaps from the window into the snow 
to escape, and directly after three blood 
hounds are nnleashed, given the scent acd 
6tart on her trail. 
T he next scene shows 
her on the ice, w hich rocks under her feet 
as she springs from e ik e to cake, and theD, 
while her screams fill th e house, through 
the f-U icg snow th e dogs come leaping 
after her. 
They are great, powerful fel­ 
lows, and their b atin g and jelp in g iu their 
efforts to reach her create great excite­ 
m ent, though one can easily see th a t ju st 
out of touch of her bands they are a t the 
last held back by ropes. 
There is an ex­ 
cellent Topsy, w ith a very natural, taking 
laugh, and a num ber of real darkies, who 
dance breakdow ns in a scene among the 
cotton fields. 
They sing negro melodies, 
too, th a t seim to have the real rin g ; and 
Tupsy, after she “ got real good,” came in 
slowly, singing a h y m D , which had a lit'.le 
undertone of male voices chanting through 
it behind the scenes, th a t was w orth the 
trouble of coining ou t to hear.

Saturday-night audience. T hat m eans th a t 
the “ boys ” were out—

W hen M iss Ophelia was ia the 
middle of one of her interesting speeches, 
a little gamin piped out from the gallery 
in his shrill boyish treble, “ How long are 
ye wound up fer?" 
Much other guying 
was indulged in, shrill w histles and cat­ 
calls came from those rollicking upper 
circles, aud by aud by hisses, th e scampi 
of feet and laughter announced to the 
decorous people below th a t the fun wa3 
turned upon one of their own num ber in­ 
stead of the people on the stage. 
Two 
young girls stood in the aisle Rear me 
whose hair was frightfully banged, whose 
features and skin had turned coarse, even 
at their early age, and whose cheap orna

One of them was 
chewing gum, and both had every slang of 
the day by heart. 
W hen Eva died these

Octave, the Parisian, understood Latin, 
1 .alian, Spanish, a few words of English ; 
hut, like the majority of tho French, he 
was utterly ignoraut of the Slavonic lan­ 
guages. The chevaax de frise of conso­ 
nants guarding tbo somewhat infrequent 
vowels of the Polish language would have 
prevented his approach, even had he been 
desirous of attacking it. In Florence the- 
Countess h.d alwayB spoken French or 
Italian, and the idea of becoming acquaint­ 
ed with the idiom in which Mickiewicz 
had almost rivalled Byron, had never even 
crossed his mind.

You were more 
attentive at the Villa Silviati, and I relied 
upon you there as one of my most devoted 
admirers.” 
“ Madame,” replied the false Octave, in 
a constrained tone, “ I have been traveling 
and I have been ill; so much so, indeed, 
that on receiving your kind invitation I 
debated with myself whether I would take 
advnatage of i t ; for one encht not to abuse 
the kindness and indulgence which friends 
exert themselves to show to an invalid, 
however much of a bore he may be.”

I shall 
have the courage aud the will to be per­ 
fectly sano and reasonable, and whenever 
I may encounter you I shall insult you 
with all the politeness of a well-bred man 
of the world, all the samj/roid of a dipló­ 
mate. I hope t ese words, thongh some 
what obscure, may be perfectly clear to 
you, and that your seconds will arrange 
with mine the hour, place aud conditions 
of meeting.”

You know well that we both 
ought uot live.” 
“ Listen to me patien’ly,” answered Oc­ 
tave. “ Yi ur happiness lies in my hands. 
It is in my power to retain pcsse.sion for­ 
ever of t,na b ><iy which my spirit inhibits 
to-day, aud which belongs to you. I am 
glad to feel that here we are by ourselves, 
with no witcesjes, and that the birds alone, 
who will not repeat it, can hear what we 
say. It we resume the due], I shall most 
assuredly k ll you, for Couut Oiaf Labin­ 
ski, whom I represent with as little awk­ 
wardness as possible, is a better swords­ 
man than Octave de Saville, whose form

The indications are alarming in Europe. 
The fact that a serious fall in all securities 
has actually occurred shows how critical 
the relations between Germany and Russia 
are believed to be in even the beat informed 
circles. 
I t is said that this fall on the ex­

positively to apologize for General Skobe- 
loffs recent utterances. 
The belief in the 
critical nature of the situation rests mainly 
upon observation of the Czar s condition. 
His circumstances 
are such as almost 
necessarily to impel him to a foreign war. 
I t is with him largely a means of at least 
temporary escape from the crushing dread 
of assassination which hangs over him now. 
Anything is preferable to such a state of 
things, and his father’s experience war­ 
ranted the conclusion tbatintiine of wav the 
Nihilists would suspend th rir persecutions.

adversary by sheer weight of numbers. 
W hat is most against her, however, is the 
extreme swiftness of action made possible 
by Moltke’s combinations—a swiftness so 
effective th at it may enable Germany to 
beat an enemy inio breathless submission, 
before that enemy ha3 had time to mobilize 
half his forces. 
In view of a possible war between these 
powers the contingency of an Austrian alli­ 
ance on the Geimau side, and of a French 
alliance on the Russian side, must be taken 
into consideration, and such combinations 
would bring iuto the field the most nu­ 
merous and formidable armies the world 
has ever seen, and result in a war all the 
operations of which would be destructive 
and disastrous in an unexampled degree. 
A brief review of the armaments of the 
powers concerned will be found to contri­ 
bute much to a clear understanding of the 
situation. The Imperial army of Germany, 
founded in October, 1S79, consists of 400,­ 
000 rank and file, 97,000 cavalry, and 
1,700 guns, on a peace footing. 
On a war 
footing it 16 raised to 1,275,000 infantry, 
251.000 cavalry, and 2,700 guns. 
This 
great army, however, really constitutes 
less than half the actual entire fighting 
strength of Germany. There is a Field Re­ 
serve of 250,000 men, and then there is the 
Lanasturm, by the aid of which it is cal­ 
culated that Germany can place in the field 
2.500.000 men, without drawing upon her 
last rsserves. 


The army of Russia has been greatly 
improved, it is understood, since the war 
with Turkey, but there is good reason to 
believe that it is still very far below that 
of Germany in discipline and general ar­ 
rangements. 
According to the latest re­ 
turns available, which are those of 1S79, 
the war footing of the army gives 1,213,2-59 
men of all arms, of which 80S,070 belong 
to the regular army, and the remainder to 
the first and second armies of reserve. 
Besides these must be counted 129,000 
Cossacks in military service, and a some­ 
what uncertain Finland contingent. 
Of 
all these forces the only ones immediately 
available are the first S00,000, the reserves 
not being formed in time of peace. 
Under 
the new army organization law adopted in 
1871 the reserves constitute a militia 
something like the Landwehr, but by no 
means so well disciplined or so easily mo­ 
bilized. 


The Austrian army consists of the Stand­ 
ing Army, the Landwehr, or militia, and 
the Lm dsturm . 
Under the law of 1868 
the total strength of the armed force, in­ 
cluding marine troops, is fixed, for a term 
of ten years, at 800,000 meD, to which 
numbers Austria Troper contributes 470,­ 
368, and Hungary 310,632 men. 
Every 
conscript must spend three years with the 
colors, after which he is enrolled for Beven 
years in the army of reserve, with further 
liability to serve two years in the Land­ 
wehr. 
The present total standing army 
numbers 771,550 men of all armB on a war 
footing, of which 571,000 are infantry, 58,­ 
000 cavalry, 67,774 artillery, 45,000 engi­ 
neers and 33,000 miscellaneous establish­ 
ments. 


According to the budget of the French 
M inister of W ar for 1880, the effective 
strength of the whole French army was 
then 496,442 men and 124,279 horses. 
Of 
these over 50,000 men and 15,000 horses 
are in Algiers, and subtracting the gen­ 
darmerie aud non-effective elements, it 
may be estimated that the total available 
French force at present does not exceed 
400.000 men and horses. Of these not more 
than 250,000 infantry could be used for 
any sudden emergenoy, and it is doubtful 
if the preparations for mobilization have yet 
been perfected. 
It will thus be seen that 
Germany and Austria together can put in 
the field full two millions of men ; one 
million probably, in less than two weeks 
frcm the declaration of war ; while Rus­ 
sia and France together cannot command 
more than 1,200,000 at the outBide, and 
could not probably put 800,000 effective 
men in the field within a month of the 
declaration of war. 


Germany in fact has the advantage in 
everything. 
She bas the largest army. 
She has the most complete system of re- 
crniting. 
She has the most effective sys­ 
tem of mobilization. 
She can put twice 
or three times as many troops down at 
any desired spot, as any of hor enemies, 
and in half the time that they can move. 
She is so thoroughly prepared even at this 
moment th at nothing would have to be 
thought of if war was declared to-morrow. 
The plans of oampaign are all ready, and in 
every possible variety. 
The 
maps of 
Russia are all ready. 
The officers know 
what they have to do. 
The men are within 
call. 
The transportation and commissariat 
are all arranged. 
The funds are at hand. 
If, therefore, Russia wants war, and at the 
shortest possible notice, she can have it at 
any time. 
And in case the Czar should 
decide npon this method of relieving him­ 
self and breaking the strain upon his Gov­ 
ernment, it may be regarded as certain 
that all the fighting will be done in Rus­ 
sian territory, and as probable that the war 
will 
be 
briefer than 
that 
between 
Germany and France. 
Of course a Franco- 
Russian alliance would complicate matters, 
but Germany has men enough to face and 
fight hofh v v 
and even then on more 
than C’i .. 
.vi. „ outa her foes. 


CONSULAR AND DIPLOMATIC 
ATI0KS. 
APPF.0PRI- 


It is a pity that Congress cannot make 
ap its mind what to do about the consular 
and diplomatic system. 
It has been urged 
an some quarters to abolish the whole sys- 
Vem as au unnecessary expense. It has been 
told also that it would be very foolish to 
do this. But since it has got into a state of 
mental incertitude on the subject, it tries 
to compromise by cutting down the appro­ 
priations, and the only result is that the 
country in made to appear ridiculous and 
contemptible abroad. 
Our foreign repre­ 
sentation has always been on a parsimóni­ 
cas scale in comparison with that of other 
nations, aud those other nations have never 
been able to appreciate the reasons given 
for what we have been pleased to excuse 
by calling it cur “ republican simplicity.” 
They call it republican niggardliness, bnt 
w hat is of practical cousequenoe is the 
consideration 
that 
onr representatives 
abroad have often lost ground through their 
inability to vie with their colleagues in 
social arrangements. 
A few years ago a 
slight improvement was made in this re­ 
spect, but it remains true that no United 
States envoy receives anything like the 
emoluments or allowances whioh the Eu­ 
ropean diplomatists of the highest raDk 
enjoy. 
There is no wisdom hi this parsi­ 
mony. 
On the contrary-, it springs from 
boorish stupidity mainly. 
W hatever coun­ 
try desires to maintain'.tbe first rank abroad 
m ust accept the standards of the old world 
cts to those things which are requisite for the 
proper maintenance of dignity, and should 
refuse to do this it must not be surprised 
f it loses not only social standing but 
iplomatic influence. 


A short time ago wo pointed out, in cor­ 
rection of the Monitor, th at Cyril of Alex­ 
andria must be held responsible for the 
atrocious murder of Hypatia, in the fifth 
century, and th at the said Cyril was in 
fact an extremely bad man, and a most 
unfit subject for canonization. 
As the 
Monitor has been foolish enough to deny 
what every candid student of 
history 
knows to be indubitable, we are placed un­ 
der the necessity of proving the truth of 
our position, and tru st th at our readers 
will bear with us while we show, from the 
most respectable authorities, tb at Cyril of 
Alexandria was all th at the R ecord Union 
has declared him to be. 
In the first place 
we find his friend, Isidore of Pclusium, 
reproaching him for his worldliness, his 
arrogance, and his quarrelsome disposition, 
before he had taken any considerable part 
in public affairs. 
He was an apt pupil of 
his uncle Theophilus, an arch-persecutor 
aud bigot. 
He gained the see of Alexan­ 
dria by disgraceful intrigues and the shame­ 
less employment of a lawless and turbu­ 
lent mob, and throughout his career he at 
all times snowed bis readiness to adopt 
force instead of argument, and the foulest 
of foul measures on every occasion. 
Dean 
Milman, 
in 
his 
“ History 
of 
Latin 
“ Christianity,” one of the most trust 
worthy, ii not the 
most 
trustworthy- 
work extant on the subject, speaks of 
Cyril of Alexandria as a man in “ whom 
“ religion might seeni to have inflamed and 
“ embittered, instead 
of allaying, 
the 
“ worst passions of our nature, pride, am 
“ bition, cruelty, rapacity 
and in an­ 
other place the same candid historian 
observes th at “ Cyril of Alexandria, to 
“ those who esteem the Btern and uncom 
“ promising assertion of certain Christian 
“ tenets 
the one 
paramount Christian 
“ virtue, may be the hero, even the sa in t; 
“ but while ambition, intrigue, arrogance, 
“ rapacity, and violence are proscribed as 
“ unchristian means—barbarity, persecu­ 
t i o n , bloodshed as unholy and unevangelic 
“ wickednesses—posterity will 
condemn 
“ the orthodox Cyril as one of the worst of 
“ heretics against the spirit of the Gospel. 
“ Who would not rather meet the judg- 
“ ment of the Divine Redeemer loaded 
“ with the errors of Nestorius, rather thau 
“ with the barbarities of Cyril ?” 
This is a plain enough characterization 
of Cyril, but indeed it would be difficult 
to express too forcibly the detestation 
with which that infamous ecclesiastic’s 
actions must ever till all dispassionate and 
candid minds. 
He begaa by persecuting 
and vilifying Chrysostom, who was his 
superior in every Christian virtue. 
His 
first official act was to persecute and sup­ 
press the Novatian, whose only offense 
wa3 that they were pure aud peaceable in 
their Christianity, whereas Cyril himself 
was a natural bully and brawjer. 
He 
next opened a war against the Jews of 
Alexandria, and at the same time fell out 
w ith the Prefect of Alexandria, Orestes. 
To show his power at this time, however, 
and his 
consequent 
respcnsibility, we 
quote from Gibbon : 
“ At a distance from 
“ the Court, and at the head of an im- 
“ mense capital, the patriarch, as he was 
“ now styled, of Alexandria, had gradu- 
“ ally usurped the state and authority of a 
“ civil magistrate. 
The public and private 
“ charities of the city were managed by 
“ his direction; his voice influenced or 
“ appeastdthe passions of the multitude > 
"h is commands were blindly obeyed by 
,- hia numerous and fanatic parabotani, 
“ familiarized in their daily office with 
“ Bcene3 of d eath : and the Prefects of 
“ Egypt were awed or provoked by the 
“ temporal 
powers 
of 
these Christian 
“ pontiffs.” 
It is necessary to bear in 
mind the extent of Cyril's power in order 
to form a correct judgment as to his re­ 
sponsibility for the murder of Hypatia. 
The 
pretense 
that 
that 
crime 
grew 
oat of the attack on the Jews is frandn- 
lent. 
Histfiry 
shows 
th at 
the 
attack 
on the Jews had but the most indirect 
relation to the murder. 
Cyril drove 40,­ 
000 Jews out of Alexandria, and stole all 
their property, en the plea th at a few hun­ 
dred Jews had killed some Christians in a 
riot. 
This was as if some tyrant should 
give Oakland np to sack, and banish 
all the inhabitants, because a few roughs 
had committed a disturbance. 
The truth is th at Cyril was personally 
jealous of the beautiful and wise Hypatia. 
Her elsquence had been contrasted with 
his own turgid declamation, to the dis­ 
paragement of the latter. 
She was also 
the intimate friend of the Prefect Orestes, 
between whom and Cyril a fierce struggle 
for the mastery had sprung np. 
He hated 
both Orestes and Hypatia, and he was not 
the man to hesitate long where he hated. 
Among his followers 
could 
always be 
counted a band of the N itrian monks, 
a fierce and brntal class of wretches, fit 
for the perpetration of any crime, however 
hideous. 
When, however, a band of these 
Nitrian monks assaulted Orestes, on the 
occasion of the stone-throwing by Ammo- 
nius, it is to be noted that one Peter 
the Reader, an officer of Cyril’s church, 
and a member of his personal staff, headed 
the mob. 
The same fact íb to be observed 
upon the occasion of the murder of Hy­ 
patia. 
It was Peter the Reader, according 
to the historian Soorates, who led the in­ 
fernal troop of murderers, aud it was his 
cowardly hand that first strack down 
the victim. 
Now when it is remembered 
that Gy ril had the amplest power at this 
tim e ; 
that 
bis 
slightest 
wish 
was 
obeyed by his servile and bigoted followers ; 
that his Church officer and personal subor­ 
dinate was the conductor of H ypatia’s 
murderers ; and that no punishment was 
ever inflicted upon any one for that most 
execrable and abominable of crimes : it is 
impossible to believe anything else but 
that Cyril either ordered the murder to be 
committed, or connived at it, and tbat in 
either case the responsibility rests on his 
hands. 
Gibbon expresses the opinion that 
Cyril was jealons of 
Hypatia. 
Of the 
sequel of the murder he observes : 
“ The 
“ just progress of inquiry and punishment 
“ was stopped by seasonable g ifts; but the 
“ murder of Hypatia has imprinted an in- 
“ delible stain on the character and religion 
“ of Cyril of Alexandria.” 
Socrates says 
the same. 
Milman says the same. 
Theo- 
doret declares tb at Cyril instigated the 
murder. 
Lecky is convinced that he can­ 
not be held guiltless. 
The conservative 
Mosheim blames him. 
Baronina cannot 
defend him. 
Geiseler has no excuses to 
make for him. 
In short there is no his­ 
torian or other authority of any weight 
whatever who has ventured to maintain the 
innocenoe of Cyril in this connection. 
He was guilty ; and far more guilty than 


the majority of the ecclesiastical historians 
have been willing to admit. 
The two 
facts, first that he had the power both 
of prevention and punishm ent; second, 
that he exercised neither, suffice to convict 
him. 
B ut in truth this murder, dreadful 
as it appears to us now, was of very little 
account to a man of Cyril’s training and 
character. 
F ir his whole career was tilled 
with lawlessness. 
He was a breeder of 
street riots, an inciter of massacres, a 
fomenter of persecution, and long before 
he died was steeped in innocent blood 
from head to foot. 
Nor does a greater 
criminal often cross the stage of history. 
His every method was unchristian. 
In 
his 
contest 
with 
Nestorius 
he 
em­ 
ployed the basest treachery, the most 
audacious 
unfairness, 
the 
most 
impu­ 
dent bribery, the most untcrupulous mis­ 
representations. 
He did not hesitate to 
forge damaging letters in 
the 
names 
of hi3 adversaries. 
At the Council of 
Ephesus he proceeded throughout in de­ 
fiance of the law, and his deposition of 
Nestorius was a high-handed outrage. 
He 
plundered the Je-'.s to bribe the court of 
Theodosius, and through a Eunuch, se­ 
cured the favor of Tilichería, afterward 
Empress. 
Aud, 
say3 
Milman, 
this 
Eunuch having died, 
“ when the Em- 
“ peror ordered bis vast treasures to be 
“ opened, confiscated no doubt to the 
“ Imperial 
use, a 
receipt 
wa3 
found 
“ for many pounds of gold received from 
“ Cyril through Paul, his sister’s son.” To 
such a man, hardened in vice and crime of 
every kind, the murder of one woman very 
probably may have appeared a mere trifle, 
but, as Draper remarks, “ though in his 
“ privacy St. Cyril and his frierids might 
“ laugh at the end of h’.3 antagonist, his 
“ memory must bear the weight of the 
"righteous indignation of posterity.” 
It muEt be borne in mind that during 
the fifth century Christianity was a scan­ 
dal to the world. 
The Christian world was 
torn into countless schisms. 
Each party 
dealt damnation upon its opponents and 
all dissidents. 
Rome was defied by Con­ 
stantinople, aDd Constantinople by Alex­ 
andria. 
Milman says of this period : “ l’cr- 
"secution 
is universal—persecution by 
“ every means of violence and cruelty; 
“ the only question is, in whose hands is 
“ the power to persecute. 
* 
* 
Blcod- 
“ sbed, murder, treachery, assassination, 
“ even (luring the public worship of God— 
“ these are the frightful means by which 
“ each party strives to maintain its opin 
“ ions and defeat its advert ay.” 
I t was 
in such a period, when mere ordinary bru 
tality and criminality were so common as 
to attract no attention, that Cyril of Alex­ 
andria attained that bad eminence upon 
which he has stood ever since. 
He is dis­ 
tinguished as the 
most thorough-paced 
scoundrel in an age when econndrelism was 
considered almost indispensable to success. 
He stands prominently out as the most 
outrageous travesty upon Christian virtues 
and characteristics to be found in history, 
He was eo utterly unlovely and evil a man 
that the bishop of Cyrus, Theodoret, said 
to have been the wisest and holiest ecclesi­ 
astic in the East, wrote of him when he 
died : “ His death made those who Bur- 
“ vived him joyful; but it grieved most 
“ probably 
the 
dead; 
and 
there is 
“ cause 
to 
fear, 
lest, 
finding 
his 
“ presence too troublesome, they should 
“ send him back to us, 
* 
* 
May it 
“ come to pass, by your prayers, th at he 
“ may obtain mercy and forgiveness, that 
“ the immeasurable grace of God may 
"prevail over his wickedness.” Let us 
remember that this was written by one of 
his contemporaries, and th at it is written 
of one who has been canonized by Rome. 
I t is true, as we remarked in a former 
article, that Cyril of Alexandria is not the 
first bad man who has been so honored, 
but it may perhaps be doubted w hether he 
is not the most flagrant and intolerable 
saint in the calendar. 


WILL 
THE 
CHINESE 
BILL 
ITS 
PURPOSE ? 
ANSWER 


W e publish elsewhere a letter from a 
correspondent, who suggests several doubts 
as to the efficacy of the new Chinese bill. 
The considerations in regard to the diffi­ 
culty of preventing Chinese from entering 
the State either from Mexico or British 
Columbia, have been presented before, but 
though they are not new they are difficult 
to meet. 
I t is no doabt true that the 
whole coast north and south of us is prac­ 
tically ungnardtd, and it is equally true 
th at the new bill makes no provision for 
guarding it, even if that were possible. It 
may, however, be assumed that the Chinese 
will for some time at least be guided by 
the warning which this law embodies, 
thongh it seems probable th at this state of 
things cannot be depended cn as likely to 
be permanent. 
Of course it is possible 
that Mexico may follow the example of 
California, and exclnde the Coinese, and 
British Columbia may do the same. 
In 
the latter country the feeling against them 
is quite as strong as in this State, and the 
Colonial Legislature may at any time take 
action in the matter. 
The case of Mexico 
is somewhat different, though we cannot 
agree with our correspondent that the 
“ wild Chinam en” of that country are 
likely to welcome the Mongolians heartily. 
Mexico, however, has need of an active 
and industrious immigration, aDd the Gov­ 
ernment may be induced, partly by the 
prospect of building up an oriental com­ 
merce, to offer special facilities to these 
people. 
In th at event it would be very 
difficult, if not impossible, to keep them 
from crossing onr southern frontier. 
Our correspondent is of opinion that one 
effect of the new law will be to cheapen 
labor on this coast. 
He argues that the 
expectation of the cessation of Chinese 
competition will promote immigration to 
California; 
that as in fact the new law 
will not oause any diminution in the num­ 
ber of the Chinese here, the new immigra­ 
tion will find itself a fresh competing 
element in a field already supplied ; and 
that as s consequence the rate of wages 
will be redaced in this State to the East­ 
ern standard at least. It must be admitted 
that this is a plausible argument. 
It is in­ 
deed quite probable tbat the intelligence 
of the passage of the anti-Chinese bill may 
draw many immigrants this way. 
They 
will come nnder the erroneous belief that 
the Chinese are banished. 
They will find 
on their arrival that the situation is prac­ 
tically unchanged. 
And once here, having 
for the most part spent their little means, 
they will be obliged to accept work at 
lower than the local current rates. 
It is 
true that the Chinese who are here have 
been looking forward to the passage of 
this bill with great anticipations. 
They 
hare calculated that its first result would 


be to eDable them to demand higher wages. 
Many Chinamen have told their employers 
this, and have congratulated themselves 
on the prosperous time in store for them. 
But if any considerable white immigra­ 
tion should come, it is plain that these ex­ 
pectations would be disappointed. 
The 
Chinese, instead of having the field to 
themselves, will find themselves confronted 
with a new competing element, and they 
will be forced to lower their demands in­ 
stead of 
raising them. 
Unfortunately 
there can be little doubt as to tbs outcome 
of such a competition. 
The Chinese can 
live twice as cheaply as white people, and 
therefore if they are willing to put their 
rates down they can command the labor 
market. 
But the general result of any 
such combination of circumstances npon 
the white labor of the coast must be de. 
pressing, and this independently of any 
fresh immigration of Chinese. 
Keen if 
there was no danger of their invasion by 
way of Mexico or the British provinces, 
the number already here would be large 
enough to control the situation, and at 
present we do not see where the remedy 
lies. 
As to the commercial considerations 
pointed out by our correspondent, and es­ 
pecially the threatened injury to the trade 
of San Francisco, it may be said th at we 
could very well afford that loss if the Chi­ 
nese question were settled. 
But if the loss 
lias to be borne, and at the same time th? 
Chinese evil is to continue, the benefits of 
the r.ew law will scarcely be appreciated, 
nor can it be expected that the agitation 
of the question will cease. 


RUSSIA 
AND 
THE 
CORRESPONDENTS. 


The Russian Government has new un­ 
dertaken a task which it may find even 
more arduous than the pursuit ef the 
Nihilists. 
It is endeavoring to ascertain 
how certain foreign journals secured re­ 
ports of the recent trials of the Nihiliete, 
notwithstanding the rigorous exclusion of 
the press, aud the prohibition 
of all 
revelations concerning the proceedings. 
The New York Herald contrived to se­ 
cure full reports of tho trials, and it ap­ 
pears th at these reports were so faithful 
as to have made the Government very 
angry. 
It has, therefore, ordered that all 
the foreign correspondents in Russia shall 
be cut off from telegraphic correspondence 
with the journals thej represent, and 
probably it will also take measures to have 
their mail examined before it passes the 
frontier. 
Of course the Government can 
stop the telegraphic transmission of news, 
because the operators cannot avoid respon­ 
sibility. 
As to the letters, however, that 
is quite a different matter, and we ehall be 
very much surprised if the correspondents 
do not show the Russian police 
that 
it is far easier to issne orders of this kind 
than to enforce them. I d Russia, however, 
the correspondent’s chief reliance is his 
purse. 
There are very few Russian offi­ 
cials, from the lowest to the highest, who 
are not amenable to bribery, and it has 
never yet been found possible to get Rus­ 
sian police officers who were above sus­ 
picion in this regard. 
I t is indeed possible 
that some of the more enterprising among 
the correspondents may go so far as to try 
to keep the wires working in the teeth 
of the Government. 
This of course would 
be dangerous, aud very apt to involve an 
enforced journey to Siberia if detected, 
but money will 
achieve wonders, even 
against despotism. 
The Russian Govern­ 
ment cannot hope to conceal the facts 
brought out at the Nihilist trials unless 
it is prepared to drive all the foreign cor­ 
respondents out of ths country, and even 
then it would fail, for its own people 
will do the work of the foreigners “ for a 
“ consideration.” 
Governmental proceed­ 
ings of this kind are ill-advised, for they 
usually effect nothing more than the di­ 
recting of 
attention to matters which 
might otherwise have been passed over 
with little remark. 


THE 
BOERS 
IN 
TROUBLE. 


The Boers are again in trouble. 
They 
have fallen out with one of the native 
tribes ; have undertaken to chastise the na­ 
tives ; and have suffered two Bevere defeats. 
There is nothing surprising in this, for they 
are not strong enough to fight the natives 
without help, and they cannot be per­ 
suaded to refrain from quarreling with 
those who should be on good terms with 
them. 
It haB been expected ever since the 
peace was made between them aud the 
British th at they would entangle them ­ 
selves in a serious native war, and now 
they seem to have done so. 
Judging from 
the past they will now keep up the conflict 
until they have brought down all the native 
tribes on their froutier, aDd when they 
find themselves overmatched, and in daDger 
of being driven out of their territory, they 
will call for help. 
But it is evident that 
unless they are willing to give guarantees 
against future quarrels with the natives 
it can 
be 
of 
no 
permanent 
utility 
to 
assist 
them, and th at 
they 
will 
continue to make trouble for Cape Colony 
as long as they retain their independence. 
If they are left to their own devices they 
will probably be forced eventually to sue 
for peace to the nativeB. 
If they are 
helped they will learn to look for help to 
their powerful neighbors whenever their 
own folly has brought them into a scrape, 
and thus they will be a continual source 
of daDger and turbulence on the frontier. 
They are in fact a particularly intractable 
and perplexing people, and with their 
strong prejudices in favor of slavery, they 
cannot be trusted in contact with the 
natives. 
Sooner or later it will become 
necessary to deal with them in such a way 
that they shall cease to be a perpetual dif­ 
ficulty to South African progress. 


CANNON’S VIEWS. 


Delegate Cannon thinks the anti-polyg- 
aray bill is very unjast to the Mormons, 
but that they will submit to it. 
He is of 
opinion, however, that it will not have 
the effect intended, because it is in the 
nature of religious persecution. 
That is 
an old argument, but it has its limits. 
Whenever a community undertakes, nnder 
the plea of religion, to go counter to the 
laws of the land, and to establish an alien 
civilization, it will become necessary to 
legislate againat the practices of tnat com­ 
munity, and 
moreover to crush those 
illegal practices out. 
In this case, how­ 
ever, it cannot even be seriously main­ 
tained tbat the religion of the Mormons 
authorizes wbat they have done. 
The go- 
called revelation of polygamy is repudi­ 
ated by at least half the Mormon Church, 
and therefore it cannot be put forward as 
one of the fundamental tenets of that or. 
ganization. 
To allow any people to set up 


a claim of divine authority for the infrac­ 
tion of the laws and the permanent degra­ 
dation of the female sex, would, however, 
be fatal to any Government, and it cannot 
be permitted in this case. 
Polygamy is 
moreover an exotic, and has no real foot­ 
hold in America. 
Its growth in Utah has 
been a forced one, and if not susta'ned by 
constant extraneous aids it would die out 
of itself in less than a generation. 
But it 
cannot be left to itself by the United 
States. 
There must be no mistake about 
its extermination, nor must the Mormons 
be permitted to carry it into any other Ter­ 
ritory, or to maintain it secretly under the 
plea of persecution.

no application to this case, and Mr. Can­ 
non will find that the American people, 
though prepared to tolerate every form of 
religious belief, draw the line at practices 
which are not only subversive of the laws 
of the country, but of its civilization. The 
Mormons will obtain no sym pathy if they 
essay the part of m artyrs to their faith, 
and if they are wise they will surrender 
cheerfully a practice which they cannot be 
allowed to perpetuate.

L akeport, March 10th.—Marcus and Jeff, 
two Indians, have jnst been executed. An 
inclosure was built a ’joining tne j iil some 
eighteen feet high. 
Within this was erected 
th« double gallows. 
The entrance to the i - 
closure was from the Sheriff ’scffice. 
A tl:30 
p. 51. the drop fell. 
It was a square fall f r 
both bodies, aud death - - e an d easy. Marcus 
aud Jeff belonged to the Sulphur Bank and 
Lower Lake tribes, and suffered the death 
penalty tor the murder, on December 6th 
last, of John Henry, an old resident of Like 
county, who lived about five miles south of 
Lower Lake. Early in the day these Indi­ 
ans had obtained just enough liquor to make 
them boisterous aud savage, and late in 
the evening started on horseback for the 
ranchería in Coyote valley. 
On reaching 
Henry’s cabin they held a consultation of 
some minutes as to whether or cot they 
should kill him, and after deciding upon the 
bloody deed, called him out a n d a.-ked for 
matches. 
While in the act ef granting their 
request they sprang upon him, one holding 
wht’.o the other did the cutting, aud vice versa. 
Ths encounter lasted two hours, and the 
sceue afterward showed signs of a desperate 
struggle of Uie victim for life. 
When dis­ 
covered the following morning his body con­ 
tained twenty-fuur ugly gashes, the head 
nea iy cut off, and the body severed almost 
in two about the abdomen. 
As a horrible 
piece of butchery its details are almost without 
a parallel, arid the perpetrators of the awful 
deed would have received justice without iaw 
hau not some days elapsed between the act 
and their discovery. Their summary judg­ 
ment is hailed with general approval. 


[SECOND D ISPA TCH .! 
Lakepoet, March 10th.—The town was 
crowded with people, many of whom were' 
anxions to view the cxecntion. 
Many In­ 
dians wrre also present, gazing with curi sity 
at the high walls of the inclosure, which shut 
out everything they were so anxious to see. 
About forty whites and probably fifty In­ 
dians were admitted. 
At 1:23 ths doomed 
men, accompanied 
by 
Sheriff Burtnett, 
Deputy Sheriff Willis, E. Greene aud Rev. 
Father Lk nth, passed through the Sheriff's 
office, and by a window from which the sash 
had been removed stepped upon the first 
platform of the scaffold. The prisoners were 
well and neatly dressed, ar.d firmly mounted 
step) after step, seemingly perfectly unmoved 
by the surroundings, until they halted on tiie 
trap. After a speech in Indian of about 
three minutes by Marcus, Jeff spake in the 
sanie language for some two minutes. They 
then knelt and repeated the Lard’s prayer 
after Father L-uth. 
The 
straps were 
then adjusted, and all being ready, at 1:33 P. 
M. the trap was sprung, and the murderers 
dropped a sheer seven feet. A few struggles 
and twitches of the limbs alone told that 
death was cot instantaneous. For about five 
minutes the struggles were observed at inter­ 
vals. At five and a half minutes .Tetf made 
the last movement. 
At ten and a half min­ 
utes no pulse was felt in either, and at twenty 
minutes they were cut down dead. 
While in 
jail each confessed to the murder. 
U p to 
within a few days both seemed firm and un­ 
moved, but lattly Jtff has given away very 
much ; but Marcus has never for a moment 
shown any nervousness. Rev. Father Louth 
has been in attendance on the prisoners for 
some time, and both prc-fessed faith, and, by 
baptism, became members of the Catholic 
Church. 
Their conduct on the scaffold was 
net defiant, but firm. 
The scene at the exe­ 
cution and afterwards by the relatives was 
mournful, as well as hideous, the mothers 
and other relatives tearing their hair, clothes 
and flesh, while uttering lha most heartrend­ 
ing moans and groans.

THE CHINESE BILL. 


Eds. R ecord-U nios : Tho Chinese bill 
has passed the Senate, and will no donbt be­ 
come a law. 
Let us duly appreciate the ser­ 
vices of those in and out cl Congress who 
have reached this result, bnt let us not ex­ 
pect too much from th i; law. Will it injure 
or benefit San Francisca and this coast ? One 
thing it will do, and that is, it will stop the 
Chines? from coming to California in vessels 
direct from China; but will or can it keep 
them from coming here indirectly from Mex­ 
ico and from the British Possessions ? Will 
not Gitaymas now become the port on the 
American coast to which the immigrant ships 
will run, and will net new immigrants swarm 
across our whole sonthem birder? If the 
notion is well founded, that the Indian, who is 
crossed iu the Mexican with the Ca- tilian blood, 
is only a wild Chinaman, the present Chinese 
race would find in the Mexican blood-kinship 
and both political and dcmestic sympathy and 
invited amalgamation. 
However that may 
be, Mexico wants laborers to develop her 
mines aud delta lands. 
Have we not made a 
line of steamships with Guaymas more cer­ 
tain. and thrown into its treasury all the 
profits of Chinese importations, without keep­ 
ing the new Chinaman from our coast any 
more than before ? Will not the exclusion of 
th? Chinese Mongolianize Mexico, and not sat e 
us ? The Chinese have taken possession by 
colonization of th6 Polynesian Islands, and 
are intermarrying with the natives. 
\Yill 
they not now commence tbeir campaign 
of 
labor 
np 
and 
down 
the entire 
Pacific 
coast, 
from 
Cape 
Horn 
to 
Alaska? W hat is to keep them from it? 
The British Possessions does to t repel them. 
They can come from Hosgkour. a British 
port, to Victoria, or any other British port 
on this continent. 
But one result we rnn.-t expect from the 
exclusion of the Chinese, and that is the 
cheapening of la' or. 
The presence of the 
Asiatic here has kept away the more numer­ 
ous European competitor, who will now 
come here. The competition of European 
labor wili now 
begin 
here, and lower 
wages here as it has in the Eaat, where 
there are almost no Chinese at all. 
If 
we could get rid 
of the Asiatic, 
in 
fact, we would not only have cheaper labor 
in the greater competition of Europeans, but 
we wonld get material for citizens and people 
homogeneous with ua in race, customs and 
interests. 
This is the gain. It is, we re­ 
peat, doubtful whether we can keep the 
Asiatic from invadiog us through Mexico on 
the south, and the British Possessions on the 
north ; but if we succead in the entire exclu­ 
sion of new-comers, and have opened ths 
way for a large European population, we 
shall lose mueh of the shipping now engaged 
in the China trade, but we gain a valuable 
population. But can we keep out the China­ 
man? Steam la moving the population of 
the world round in a surprising way ; chang­ 
ing its centers, and working up its equili­ 
briums, in spite of the prejudice of race. 
Overcrowded nations must live, Despair at 
home will make them brave and aggressive 
abroad. 
In a word, have we seen all through 
th¡3 problem of race, and are we snrely mov­ 
ing on the linea of onr own interests ? At 
best, however, we must put the logic of ex­ 
perience against the logic of theory, and try 
what we have begun.

The lecture at the Congregational Church 
last evening before the Young Men’s Chris­ 
tian Association, by Rev. W. H. Platt, 
D. D., of San Francisco, driw out a very 
large and thoroughly appreciative audience, 
The 
speaker was introduced 
by Preei 
dent Hanson, who prefaced it by a brief 
statement of the work of the Association. 
The Doctor’s subject was “ Mahomet.” The 
lecturer began by describing the pious devo­ 
tion of the Mohammedan to his religion, and 
the rigorous ceremonial that he observes. He 
described in detail the sacred Bbrine at 
Mecca, to which the believers in that won 
derful faith all lurn. Around this shrine 
still burn the lights as brilliantly as they 
did in the ages past. 
Mahomet was an 
orphan at six ; 
in his 
uncle, 
one 
ef 
the keepers cf the shrine, he 
found a 
guardian. In his youth he was religiously 
inclined to a remarkable degree. Religion 
became the pasaiun of his lire ; he^was a de­ 
votee of the faith, a devout idolater, a 
neophyte in iLquiry into the sacred mys- 
terie ," a student of the supernatural. He 
had early development ef more than average 
inteLeut. 
He was a worshiper without a 
a teacher. This Arab b v, call him what 
you m:.y—idolator, heathen—was sincere. 
His was devotion without hypocrisy. He 
was blind, but walking honestly by the light 
he had. 
W'e must judge him by his time. 
He was an idolator, but one wholly true to 
his faith — earuest 
and 
faithful 
to 
it. 
The speaker sketched 
rapidly 
Mahom­ 
et’s career 
as a 
trader, his love and 
advancement, and came to him 
as 
a 
man. He was a solitary ui n ; bis convic­ 
tions firm, his will indomitable, his wit quick, 
ids imagination lively, his courage perfect. 
Whence learned he the grand truth that 
entered into his inner consciousness? His 
theology had the one grand idea of the one­ 
ness of God. It was monotheism against 
idolatry as idolatry. This led him to con­ 
version from idolatry. He precipitated his 
religious beliefs upon the ancieut customs of 
his people, aud that with a courage and 
power as if he had supernatuial aid. 
Wher­ 
ever he was. in mountain or valley, he had 
one living thought, “ God is one God.” The 
one truth on which his mind fastened so in­ 
tensely seemed to be to him his own, and a 
new thought, and it possessed him with alt 
ihe ti-ry vigor of inspiration. His religiou 
was of ins head, of his imagination and sol­ 
emn conviction, 
but it had 
no 
pity, 
no 
com mice ration 
for 
the 
sins 
of 
men. 
It 
taught 
no 
love, 
no 
mercy, 
no repentance. 
He never wept 
!ik.- me Magdalen because ha was a sinner. 
In him the idolator changed to a worshiper 
of God ; the fanatic of idolatry to the fanatic 
of truth. Tnat far, too, he was honest. 
When he fiist told his credulous wife that 
God was one God, aud Mahomet was his 
prophet, he ¡relieved it. She, through love, 
believed, and here was a worshiper and here 
a teacher, and so lslamism was born into the 
world through the purity and warmth of do­ 
mestic love. 
No man is great without the 
sympathy of woman. He must have her ten­ 
der humanity at his side to temper his owu 
character. So long as Mahomet’s wife lived 
he 
was 
the 
honest, 
faithful, 
devoted 
teacher and a devotee. He was not ex­ 
empt 
from the maledictions and hisses 
aud derision o{ the people. 
He was beaten, 
wounded ai d driven o u t; but through all he 
cried out “ God is one God.” Persecution 
brought to his side chivalrous young men 
who admired his courage and his invincible 
convictions. They believed not, bat rallied 
to one so persecuted, and so brave in its 
face. Wheu he began to preach the results 
of his religion—the destruction of the idols— 
then 
came 
the whirlwind, but still he 
preached the unity of God. Then he became 
convinced that he, as the prophet of God, 
must t ike up with his religion the argument 
of the sword. He wrought no miracles, for 
he had become the prophet of the sword, and 
needed none. 
His fancy led him to believe 
that an angel 
appeared and 
beckoned 
him 
on. 
Soon 
after 
his 
assumption 
of the prophetic office, two great events 
to 
him 
occurred—the 
death 
of 
his 
uncle, who, though not believing, had been 
his protector ; and secondly, the death of his 
devoted companion 
and wife. 
Now his 
hand, bereft of these cl ee supports, reached 
to the hilt of his sword. Mahomet’s wife 
was to him what Josephine was to Napoleon 
Bonaparte. 
When he List her by his cruel 
act he began bis own descent to ruin. So 
Mahomet was drawn luck upon himself for 
counsel 
To this wife he wss ever true, 
though the laws and customs of Arabia al­ 
lowed a plurality of wives. Then he came to 
the adoption of polygamy, and with the death 
of his wife the prophet plunged down from 
the supernatural and became but man. 
In 
his harem he sought to realize the delights of 
the 
Paradise 
he 
predicted. 
He 
won 
over his enemy by taking to wife his 
daughter. His wives were slaves, but they 
worshiped their master. Nottiingin his land 
and time BO flattered the vanity of woman, 
as the notice of a distinguished man. 
The 
lecturer then sketched his first triumph with 
the sword and his sitting down in satisfac­ 
tion before the broken remnants of idolatry. 
By such success in such a cause he might, if not 
convinced he was an angel, believe he was 
more than man. 
The lecturer concluded in these words : 
G reat men are they who first teach men great 
truths 
Some teach in wondroua speech, and sonic in song. 
And other some in sha t- like deeds th at lift 
The dim white dome of Ages. 
God’s tru th is greater far than he who speaks 
It—greater than all guesses of its worth ; 
For on and on it lives, sod throbs among 
The coming brutherbo.wi of man, a force 
To rive and mold and glorify the years 
Of lim e. 
But he who sits on radiant hills 
Of fad. less fame m ust be the ardent Priest 
Of truth m ajestic—truth for manhood—truth 
Divine th at solves the problem of two worlds. 
And gives the soul its creed. The truths sublime 
Caught by the foundling of the Nile, amidst 
The terro r of the thunder-sounding mount. 
The Prophet’s awful visions, penciling 
The doom cf nations, mapping out the piths 
Or w-o ; the Wise Man’s words, the minslrel’s songs 
On Zion's consecrated hights, vet stir 
The hearts of men responsive to their spell. 
Through tru th the senil looks out upon the skirts 
Of God, and feels Him near—for G»d is truth. 
The light of man is life in Him. 
N aught else. 
As tru th , shall live ; no use in grives for else. 
With bigot’s zeal and fierce, remorseless will 
Mali->met seized one tru th —a centra] one— 
And forced it on the Pagan world- the truth 
Of Allah — Ood is one 1 With this he tram ps 
A pilgrimage of war, and writes his name 
Upon the scroll of ureadful fame. 
Then spare 
The brand of crim e—im pisture’s cheat—and vile 
Iiebasint lusts—though these seemed his,and more. 
We know not men through lapsing centuries. 
And earnest men know not themselves; good aims 
Are often sophists to bad deeds—yet in 
The majesty of both we choose the fruit 
N.,r co ant the soiling earth from which th ty grew. 
This stern Iconoclast—alone, devout— 
With neither pity, penitence nor love, 
Self.piiscd, intense and brave, knew not. as we, 
The meek, self giv ing Christ. 
Ho saw n.-t sins 
But idols. 
Crushing these, he saw naught else. 
And crushing these inflamed Satanic hate, 
Un.'heathed the sword and gave the Orient 
His sacram ents of blood. 
A beam of light 
Was his,while ours the day. 
Twelve hundred years 
Ilav. hushei his plea, have magnified Ins guilt, 
And left him to historic sport a brute, 
¡mnoster, hero, Prophet, saint or fiend. 
As Pagan, Christian, Moslem, Jew, mav love 
Or hate. 
Whate’er he was, or goo i or bad, 
He left a Faith to curse or bless the world, 
And marched with regal port, amidst the shades 
That crowd the solemn Pantheon uf Time. 
The lecturer had the profound and un 
broken attention of his larg • audience to the 
close, and the people thereby evidenced the 
pleasure they felt in listening to the talented 
speaker.

The following ¡8 furnished by Sergeant 
James A. Barwick, of the Signal Serrice : 
The storm which suddenly made its appear­ 
ance felt to the meteorological instruments on 
the evening of the 9ih was limited in iU rain­ 
fall, for precipitation only took place at Vi­ 
salia, San Francisco, Sacramento, Red Bluff 
and Itoseburg ; the heaviest was at San Fran­ 
cisco, Sacramento and Red Bluff, with a very 
small amount at Visalia aud ltoseburg ; none 
at San Biego, Portland or Olympia. 
The 
storm center probably passed between Red 
Bluff aud Sacramento, as these two places 
gavo the most rainfall; and Red Bluff, 
to vary the 
scene, gave 
heavy 
snow 
•at 4 o’clock yesterday morning 
(10th) 
The storm appears to be almost stationary 
on the mountains, and from the rapid change 
in the barometer laHt night at Sacramento 
and Red Bluff, indicates that the weather is 
still iu an unsettled condition. 
At the 8:02 
_’. M. report last night, the 10th, the weather 
was clear at Olympia, Portland and Visalia ; 
fair at Red Bluff, Sacramento and San Biego, 
and cloudy at Roseburg, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. The rainfall during the storm, 
extending from Visalia south to Roseburg 
north, 
is 
as follows for 
each station: 
Visalia, .11 of an 
inch; Sau Francisco, 
86 of an ir.ch ; Sacramento, .93 of an 
inch; Red Bluff. 1 02 inches ; Roseburg, 
.03 of an inch. The total rainfall at Sacra­ 
mento for the past storm was .93of an inch ; 
total for the season to date, 11.24 inches; 
total for the season of 1877 to corresponding 
date. 21 49 inches ; for the season of 1878 to 
corresponding date, 12.82 inches; season o’ 
1879, 10.28 inches; season of 1880, 23 55 
inches. 
Deficiency of present season, as 
c mpared with tnat of 1877, is 10 25 inches ; 
comuared with that of 1878 onr present season 
is 1.58 inches lees, but has an exca.-s of .96 of 
an inch over the season of 1879; compared 
with the season of 18H0 to corresponding date 
our present season is 12 31 inches behind, or, 
in other words, we have not had half as much 
rain so far this season as we bad last. The 
average for the last five seasons up to corre­ 
sponding date is 15 90 inches, showing that 
we are behind the average for the past five 
years about 4 66 inches.

w ith potassium, sodium, calcium, magne­ 
sium and aluminium, forming many of the 
crystalline rocks.

In the manure heaps of the 
farm-yard, where vegetable m atter is un­ 
dergoing decomp: sition, the silicates which 
they contain, sometimes in very considera­ 
ble quantities, undergo the same process of 
transformation, by which means the silica 
is rendered soluble an 1 again made avail­ 
able for plant growth. 


marsh and bogey soils owe much of their 
unproductiveness. 
The peroxide of iron, 
which contains three parts of oxygen to 
two of iron, wi:l often, in pres nee of veg­ 
etable matter, give up one part of oxygen 
to the carbon of the vegetable matter, and 
thus be converted 
into the protoxide 
(black oxide), which is very soluble, and 
which readily dissolves in the acids of the 
soil. 
Dissolved in the l.quidB of the soil, 
the protoxide may be conveyed to the 
roots of the plants in sufficient quantities 
to seriously impair the health of the plant. 
The red oxide of iron, like alumina, is said 
to hive the power of absorbing ammonia. 
If sc, it has the ability to retain the am­ 
monia, and probably other valuable ingre­ 
dients. which it absorbs from the soil and 
the atmosphere, which would, under other 
c rcumstances, be carried off' iu solution by 
the water passing through the soil.

and it is to the presence of the bisulphide 
of iron th at many coals owe their sulphur­ 
ous fumes when burned. 
I t parts so read­ 
ily with some of its sulphur that sulphur 
is often obtained from it by distillation. 
Exposed to the air it often absorbs oxy­ 
gen with such rapidity as to take fire aud 
burn with the formation of sulphuric acid 
and sulphate of iron. Of the several kDown 
sulphates of iron, only one, the green vit­ 
riol of commerce, occurs to any extent in 
soils. 
It is most abundantly found iu bog3 
and marshy places, but it is seldom th a tt races 
at least cannot be found in soils. 
When 
present in any considerable quantities it is 
very injurious to vegetation, but its effects 
may be prevented by the addition of quick­ 
lime, brimstone, marl, or in fact most 
any compound of calcium (lime), which 
decomposes the sulphate of iron with the 
formation cf gypsum (sulphate of lime) 
and a neutral or unÍDjurioua silt of iron. 
In solutions of sulphate of iron which are 
in contact with the air, oxygen is absorbed 
with the formation cf the peroxide (red 
oxide) of iron. By the constant loss of the 
iron the acid qualities of the solution be­ 
come stronger, and more and more injuri­ 
ous to vegetation. 
In the absence of 
perfect drainage the accumulation of this 
acid sulphate of iron can only be neutral­ 
ized, and the soil “ sweetened,” by the 
addition of one of the compounds ot lime 
mcntioued above. 
The proportion of this 
acid sulphate may he so great a3 to make 
it necessary to add some one of these cal­ 
cium compounds, even if there is perfect 
drainage. 
In contact with the air iron 
pyrites absorb oxygen, forming sulphate 
of 
iron and sulphuric acid ; on the 
other hand, the acid sulphate of iron 
will, in contact with vegetable matter, and 
excluded trom oxygen, give up its oxvgeu 
to the carbon of the vegetable, thu3 leav­ 
ing the bisulphide of iron (pyrites). 
The 
one is a surface reaction with the absorp­ 
tion cf oxygen by the iron ; the other is 
carried on in the subsoil with the loss of 
oxygen on the part of the iron compound. 
The carbonate of iron is a yellow, powdery 
substance, found abundantly iu the clay 
iron ore s. 
It is insoluble in water, and for 
that reason cannot be directly injurious to 
vegetation. 
If exposed to the air it grad­ 
ually parts u i’h its carbonic acid and is 
converted into the peroxide (red oxide) of

THESE SILICATES 
N ot only exi t naturally in the soils, but 
are under cc tain conditions formed in the 
soils from constituents inherent in it. 
By 
the addition of potassium or sodium the 
production of the solubli silicates might 
probably take place to some extent. 
If 
the soil be sandy it is n o.-e than probable 
that the iuiiiiuble silicates ot these basis 
will be formed, and the beneficial effects of 
the application oi potash and soda fertil­ 
izers to such soils will be quite noticeably 
less than on other soils, for the simple 
reason tnat a large per edit, of the alk¡ li 
buses ad h d have been locked up iu the 
form of m.-oluble silicates. 
These silicates, 
though insoluble in water and thus not 
directly available to plants, are yet soluble 
to a greater or lo s extent by the acids, 
principally organic, of the soil which are 
in most eases products of decaying vege­ 
table matt! r. 
The fact that the silicates 
insoluble in water are thus acted upon by 
the organic acids which are generated by 
decomposing vegetable matter, suggests to 
the practical farmer, who has failed to per­ 
ceive any direct returns from the addition 
of mineral fertilizers, the fact that bv the 
addition of vegetable manures these organic 
acids w.il he generated, which will in turn 
act as solvents on the silicates, thus mak­ 
ing available both of their ingredients, the 
ba^e and silica. 
This fict accounts fcr the 
very marked results which are sometimes 
obtained by applying vegetable manures to 
soils which have for some time been man­ 
ured only by mineral fertilizers.

Iron forms with oxygen two compounds, 


kn o w D rs the protoxide and the per or 
aesquioxide of iron. 
The first consists of 
ane a to m of iron and one of oxygen, while 
the second contains two atoms of iron and 
three of oxygen. 
The first is a black, 
powdery substance ; the second is of a red 
or ocheiy color. 
The first is formed when 
iron is submitted to an intense heat, as in 
the heat of the forge, in which the pro­ 
toxide forms as a scale on the surface of the 
iron. 
The peroxide is always the final pro­ 
duct when iron is oxidized by the gradual 
processes of nature. 
The protoxide has a 
strong tendency to combine with the oxygen 
of the air to form the peroxide, which is 
a comparatively stable substance. 
The 
preseice of the protoxide is detrimental 
to a soil, while the reverse is true of the 
preoxide. 
The second oxide of iron is the 
most abundant, and it is to the presence of 
♦his that many lands owe their red color. 
The protoxide rarely occurs in soils except 
o combination with some of the acids. Both

A n c ie n t E x p l o r e r s . — Panl Gaffarel has 
completed in the Rtvu dt OeojraphU an 
elaborate series of articles dealing with the 
question of a supposed discovery of Amer­ 
ica by the ancients.

which he arrives are that the Greeks and 
Romans discovered the Canaries, and per­ 
haps some other group of islands to the 
west of them, but that they never set foot 
npon American soil. 
Ho ridicules the al­ 
ledged discovery of Greek coins in Amer­ 
ica, and the speculations as to the Greek 
nr Aryan origin of the Quichua language.

PJYtlOLCGY OF TEE WOSUH QUESTION 


Students of physiology see that a final 
and conclusive law can uot yet be drawn 
from differences iu brain-weights and meas­ 
urements, because of the present imper­ 
fection of such data. 
But there is an i vcn 
broader and better foundation from which 
to build up a conclusion, and I propose to 
stand on this more general ground. 
In 
order, however, that su ¡h physiological de­ 
tails may have due influence upon the gen­ 
eral argun.ent, I give a few of tha Lest- 
established 
facts. 
Professor 
Haitian’s 
work on the brain, published in 18S0, sums 
up his studies of this organ as afiVcted by 
sex. 
I condense or quote from him the 
following statements : “ Difference of sex. 
in its influence over capacity pf skull, is 
often greater than difference of race. 
* 
* 
Difference of cranial capacity between the 
sexes increases with the development of 
the race, so that the male European excels 
much much more the fvinale than the negro 
thenegress. 
The difference in the average 
capacity of the skulls of male and female 
among modern Parisians is almost double 
th at 
between the skulls of the male 
and female inhabitants of ancient Egypt. 
* * * The general superiority, in absolute 
weight, of the male over the female brain 
exiBts at every period of development. Iu 
new-born infants tho brain was found hy 
Tiedemann to weigh from 141 ounces to 
15i¿ ounces in the male, and from 10 to lo.j 
ounces in the female. 
The 
maximum 
weight, of the adult male brain in a series 
of 27S cases was 65 ounces ; the minimum 
weight, 34 ounces. 
The maximum weight 
of the adult female brain in a serie3 of 191 
eases was 50 ounces; the minimum, 31 
ounces. 
In a large proportion the male 
brain ranges between 40 and 53 ounces, 
and the female between 41 and 47 ounces. 
A mean average weight of 49J ounces may 
be deduced for the ma’.e, and 44 ounces for 
ihe female brain.” 
It is further given, on 
the authority of Gratiolct and others, that 
the male brain cannot fall below 37 ounces 
w ithout involving idiocy ; while the female 
may fall to 32 without sucli a result. 
All 
accepted authorities agree that the average 
male brain exceeds the average female 
brain in weight by about ten per cent. 
Professor Thurman also adds, “ The brain 
weight of the male negro is the same as 
that of the female European.”—[Miss M, 
A. Hardaker, iu Popular Science Monthly. 


NATURE 
OP 
DIPHTHERIA-POISON. 


Dra. H. C. Wood and Henry Formad, 
co-operating with the National Board of 
Health, have been studying the nature of 
the diphtheritio contagmm. 
They began 
with inoculating rabbits, under the skin or 
in muicles, with diphtheritic membranes 
taken from the throats of patients in Phila­ 
delphia. 
Not diphtheria but tuberculosis 
followed as an indirect and not a direct re­ 
sult of the inoculation, the relations be­ 
tween the two diseases seeming to be only 
apparent. 
W hen the 
fake membrane 
was 
inserted 
into 
the 
tracheae 
of 
the rabbits, 
severe 
trachitia was pro­ 
duced, with au abundant formation of 
false membrane, identical w ith th at of 
diphtheria. 
It was shown by further ex­ 
periments that the production of false 
membrane involves nothing specific, but 
th at any trachitis of sufficient severity is 
accompanied by it. 
The product differs 
from that of true diphtheria only in its 
containing fewer micrococci. 
Diphtheritic 
poison was next obtained from Ludington, 
Michigan, wiiere a severe epidemic was 
raging. 
Inoculations with this matter, 
w hether made 
under the skin, in the 
muscles, or in the trachea, were all fol­ 
lowed by similar results, namely, a quick 
affection, a rapid spread of 
the local 
symptoms, and death ; aud the blood, ex­ 
amined during lifeoraftei death, was found 
to contain micrococci precisely similar to 
those found in the Ludington cases ; and 
in a few instances the plants were found 
in the internal organs and the bone-mar- 
row. 
The urine of patients suffering from 
malignant diphtheria is full of micrococci, 
and is even more deadly in its effects 
than the membrane. 
W hen cultivated, 
micrococci from Ludington grew rapidly 
up to the tenth generation, and those 
from 
Philadelphia ceased their growth 
in 
the 
fourth 
or 
fifth 
generation, 
while those taken from a fnrred tongue, 
which showed similar shapes, never got 
beyond the third transplantation. 
The 
conclusion was drawn th at the micrococci 
found in ordinary sere throat and those of 
diphtheria differ only in their reproductive 
activity. 
When rabbits were inoculated 
with cultivated micrococci, diphtheria was 
produced with the second generation, but 
never with any later product. 
Diphtheria 
may be self-generated whenever conditions 
arise within the body or act upon it from 
without competent to stim ulate the inert 
micrococci in the mouth into active ones.

Sak F rancisco, March 10th.—In tbe Su­ 
preme Court to-day the Sunday law was sus­ 
tained. The caie on trial was tV.at of Will­ 
iam Ivoaer, who was convicted, sentenced 
and imprisoned in Santa Clara county for 
keeping his saloon open on Sunday. Koser 
sued out a writ of habeas corpus to be re­ 
leased from such imprisonment. 
Justice 
Thornton delivered the opinion, and Chief 
Justice Morrison concurred. Justices Myrick 
and McKee read special concurrences. Jus­ 
tices McKinstry, Ross and Sharpstein filed 
separately dissenting papers. 
thoenton'b opinion. 
Justice Thornton, in rendering the decis­ 
ion, said that it was clamed that the Btatute 
covering the case was a special law, and in 
violation of the section prohibiting the Legis­ 
lature from passing fpecial laws for the pun­ 
ishment of crimes and misdemeanors, and it 
was also urged that it violates the clause of the 
Constitution which says, “ Nor shall any citi­ 
zen be granted privileges or immunities which 
on the same terms shall not be granted to all 
citizens,” and it is said further to be a vio’a- 
tion of the articles prescribing that all laws 
of like nature shall have a uniform operation. 
The offenses defined in the sections of tbe 
Code quoted are of the class mclum prohibi­ 
tum. 
Independent of the statutes it is not 
an offense, and the Legislature, in miking 
the sections, was merely adding to a class of 
public offenses which it deemed expedient 
should be prohibited by statute. In making 
the exception in Section 301, it merely de­ 
clared that in its judgment there was some­ 
thing in the nature of the calling which ren­ 
dered it improper to include them in the Act. 
I t is very easy to see that in the character of 
the calling referred to, and in their relation 
to the community, there is something which 
renders such exclusion proper, and one upon 
which the Legislature might wisely exercise 
its judgment in leaving them uusfiected by 
penal enactment. 
It is consistent with this 
view to conclude, and to hold, that such law 
is a general one, uniform in its operation, and 
that by it no privilege or immunity is granted, 
go as to bring it in conflict 
with the 
Constitution. 
To 
hold such enactments 
unconstitutional and void would, in my 
judgment, impose an unwarrantable re­ 
striction 
on 
the 
legislative 
power. 
Such power is exercised in Section 304 of the 
l ’enal- Code, where the Act of erecting or 
keeping a booth, or stall, for the purpose of 
selling or disposing of wine or spirituous or 
intoxicating liquors within one mile of any 
eamp or field meeting wherein religious wor­ 
ship is being held, is made punishable by a 
fine. Why confine the operation of such an 
enactment to one mile? 
Why not extend it 
one mile and a quarter ? The Legislature is 
allowed to exercise its j udgment as to aistance, 
and properly so. 
In my opinion, the Act is 
constitutional, and the petitioner should be 
remanded to the custody of the officer. 


mtkick’s concussing OriNION. 
In his concurring opinion Justice Myrick 
said : The people of this State, through their 
Legislature, have declared in favor of the 
wisdom and policy of the law in question. 
If there is a change of public sentiment, there 
is a plain and speedy remedy by repealing or 
modifying the law. The Courts should not 
declare the law unconstitutional unless it is 
clearly so. 
DISSBNTINO VIEWS. 
Justice McKinstry, in his dissenting opin­ 
ion, objected on the ground that the law is a 
violation of the inherent rights of citizens, 
and that no Legislature has power to declare 
any business to be unlawful on the Sabbath 
which is moral on all other days. 
Justice Rosa dissented on the same grounds. 
Justice Sharpstein read a lengthy dissent­ 
ing opinion. He could not, ha said, give his 
assent to any measure so palpably interfering 
with the right of every man to worship God 
on any day that he choose. 


V e to o f t h e F i s h e r W a t e r O r d i n a n c e . 
San F rancisco, 
March 10th. — Mayor 
Blake this morning called a meeting of the 
Board of Supervisors and vetoed the Fisher 
water ordinance. In his message he states 
that while the rates established by the ordi­ 
nance will affect a smell redaction in meter 
rates, they w ill not reduce the rates actually 
charged. His pledge was to reduce the rates 
heretofore collected, and he intended to abide 
by it.

D eath or F a t h e r H ugh G allagher. 
San Francisco, March 10 h.— Father 
Hugh 
G a lla h-r, rector of St. Joseph’s 
Church, on Tenth street, died at St. Mary’s 
H o spital at 7 o’clock this morning of pneu­ 
monia, from which he had been suffering sev­ 
eral weeks. The reverend gentleman’s death 
was reported on Wednesday morning, but 
the report was then premature, and there 
were afterwards some reasons to hope that he 
might recover. 
Yesterday, however, the 
sjm p’oma changed for the worse, and the 
evidences of approaching di-solution were 
unmistakable. He breathed his last peace­ 
fully at the hour mentioned. The deceased 
was one of the most widely known Roman 
Catholic clergymen in the State, ar.d he was 
universally r.-garded as a man of ripe scholar­ 
ship and fine literary attainments. 
Previous 
to his labors in this ci'y. Father Gallagher, 
in company wi’h his brother, Rev. Joseph P. 
Gallagher, was stationed at Stockton, where 
a large circle of acquaintances will mourn bis 
less. 
When he came to this city, several 
years sgo, he was assigned by Archbishop 
Alemany to the rector-hip of St. Joseph’s 
Church, then considerably reduced in num­ 
bers and heavily in dnbt. Through his un­ 
tiring efforts, the congregation became rapid­ 
ly one of the most numerous in the oity, and 
the church debt was reduced. Father Gal­ 
lagher’s last venture was the introduction of 
the parochial free school system, the classes 
being held in the old City Gardena Hall, 
which had bren donated, and which now 
occupies a position adjoining the church.

CAPTAIN BLANDING REPOSES TO RETIRE 


William H. Knight, who has been ap­ 
pointed to fill the vacancy in the Board of 
State Harbor Commissioners, occasioned by 
the expiration of Captain Blanding’s term 
of office, presented himself at the meeting 
of the Board Thursday, accompanied by 
his attorneys, Messre. Clunie and Knight, 
for the purpose of making a formal demand 
of Captain Blanding for his seat, and to be 
admitted to participate in the delibera­ 
tions of the Beard. 
A demand was made, 
and Captain Blanding thereupon asked 
Mr. Knight if he had filed his bond and 
taken the oath of office, as required by 
law. 
Mr. Knight replied in the affirma­ 
tive. 
He was then asked to produce his 
certificate from the Secretary of State to 
that effect. 
He admitted that he had no 
such certificate, whereupon Captain Bland­ 
ing declined to surrender his seat to Mr. 
Knight. 
Mr. Clunie then said that Mr. 
Knight must remain and offer to vote and 
participate in the proceedings of the Board, 
the same as if he had such certificate. 
It is said Captain Blanding’s contest will 
be based as follows : First, that the Senate 
which confirmed Mr. K night’s appoint­ 
ment last year had no right to do so before 
Captain B.anding’s term of office had ex­ 
pired ; and second, that Mr. Knight failed to 
file his official bond within fifteen days after 
his appointment. 
It is claimed on the 
other hand that the Senate, being the last 
one prior to the expiration of Captain 
Blanding’s terra of office, had the right to 
confirm, and th at Mr. Knight filed his 
bond within fifteen days after he was offi­ 
cially notified of his appointment by the 
receipt of his commission. 
It is probable 
that Captain Blanding will retain his seat 
until the Courts decide the matter, as Gen­ 
eral Evans will be willing to allow him to 
do so, and no opposition is expected fro®

packages similar to those involved in the 
present suit, and that upon investigation it 
was proven that it was a California article, 
and on this proof it was released to the 
claimants. 
B. J. Sheridan, an expressman, testified 
that on the night of January 3d—the night 
of the seizure—he hauled two loads of tin 
cases containing opium from No. 1014 Du­ 
pont street to the dock at the, foot of Bry­ 
ant and Main streets. 
That he hauled 
abont thirty of these cases at a load, and 
that he was employed by Mr. Kennedy 
(one of the claimants), and that he got the 
impression th at the opium was to be 
shipped by the Australian ateamer to Hon­ 
olulu, where it commands a very high 
price. He was subjected to a vpry lengthy 
cross-examination by Assistant District A t­ 
torney Van Duzer. and created consider­ 
able amusement by his ready and pert re­ 
plies.
